He was head of HIMMLER'S personal staff 
from at least June 1942 and often visited HITLER 's headquarters 
during 1941-1942. m August 1942 Subject Is reported to hare visited 
Finland with HHULER. m December 1942 Subject was reported to have 
been with the RSHA (Main Office State and Party Security). At this 
time It is believed that Subject owned a villa on lake Ccmao and a 
castle near Berlin, (source: German primer) 

b. S3 OberKTuppenfueher Earl VOIFF had been appointed highest 
S3 and Police Chief for ike rear areas of Italy by tttmmtjeb (ca. 

February 1945). His rank corresponds to that of an Army Group Com- 
mander. There are rumors In German diplomatic circles that WOLFF 

■ay succeed Joachim von RIBBERTROP who Is at odds with HIMMLER. Since 
WOLFF has been chief of the 83 and the Police In Italy for seme time. 

It may be considered that he has been promoted to Ctoeratgruppenfueher 
and placed cm the same level of conmand with rvgna-raT fwi aaar s chaS 5 
Albert EES3ETJRINQ. (80ureej _ XDTH2N dispatch dated 27 February 1945) 

c. Numerous KDTWIH dispatches report that Subject was Instrumental 
In negotiating the early surrender of the German army In Northern 
Italy near the end of World War U. These negotiations were conducted 
between Subject and S3 Colonel DOLIMAXN on the one hand aai Robert 

A. ASCHAM on the other. Subject used a Baron Tniy i FAKR3XLI as 
Intermediary. PARRULI is well known as a German Intelligence agent. 

2. Little inform ation on Subject, derogatory or otherwise, can be found 
In Headquarters files since 1945. Be was Interned by American military 
authorities fraa 1945 to 1949.
